Poor arrangement is one of the 
first and foremost faults. The others 
include insufficient counter space, 
storage space, inconveniently placed 
traffic through the 
various working areas, little #indow 
space, badly placed doors and too 
many doors. 

Another item which cannot be 
seen on house plans is a common 
one: upper cabinets are so high 
above base cabinets that the aver- 
age woman can often reach only the 
first shelf and never more than two
